With Experiendft, is President 
Hodgkin’s Opinion. 

With the honor constitution still in 
the course of\preparation, the deans ] 
have variously ^Pressed, themsplves 
as supporting this moverii'ent, believ- 
ing rt to be a matter of student direc- 
tion with facility supei visirin. 

“Personal assurance of. student sur* 
pokt willvpresqrVe honesty during the 
examinations in my classes,” sriid Dean 
Wilbur.' with a smile wrilch-vwas a 
warm complimepy to ttye students, re- 
vealing *4iisi faith in their absolute 
honor. “I am sorry the Student Coun- 
cil honor constitution ip hot yet fin- 
ished. hut there is no doubt that the 
faculty will have the unwavering sup- 
port of all students in thpif endeavor 
'to deal fairly with all.” 

• A cooperative system ia desirable,” 
continued Dean Wilbur, “but final au 
thority should not rest with th^ stu- 
dent body. Experience iri other col- 
leges has shown student governing 
bodies when uncontrolled punish ininor 
offenses too impulsively. The prob- 
lem of offenses in this line should be 
first attended to by a representative 
body of students, and their recommen- 
dations reviewed by the faculty com- 
mittee appointed to handle such mat- 
ters.” • k M 

Dean Henning praised the student^ 
highly for their desire to maintain a 
clean student body themselves. He 
asserted that all the faculty wdre 
highly in sympathy with the tnovenienf 
and, after the constitution has been 
simplified, it woul<J undoubtedly work 
as well as the systems in other uni- 
versities; ) ' X 

“In commenting upon the honor con- 
stitution, President Hodgkins asserted 
that “student action is sometimes too 
drastic and must be tempered riy ex- 
perience.” “For instance,” he stated, 
“the faculty was severely criticized 
last y^ar because they refused to take 
action in cases of alleged cheating.”

to Internationalize the fraternity.

University and as yet but few unlversl- 
' ies in America have been honored by 
i ,. e-'-v-'Uhment of chapters of the 
fraternity.

Breaking Into print la tbe thrill that 
comes once Into the life of every young 
journalist. To see one’s “stulf" in cold 
type for the first time does not fall tar 
short of the acme of self-satisfaction. 
Mr. Chace’s class In journalism has 
Just experienced this altogether pleas- 
ant sensation. A full page in last Sun- 
day's edition of the Washington Herald 
marks the edtry of this group of young 
writers Into the world of news and the 
diversity of the material offered Indi- 
cates development of the writing 
knack along distinctly Individual lines. 

Catering most perhaps to the de- 
mand for human Interest study, the 
students' page presents a number of 
short accounts of people and things 
that tug at..the heartstrings or tickle 
the funny bone of the reader. There 
Is a poem of real merit on the Un- 
known Dead, a cartoon depicting the 
entry of the etfibryo journalists into 
print, and an editorial on American 
jazz based on the statement by the 
president of a musical association 
that Jazz is the genesis of American 
musical expression in which, as the 
writer states, there is considerable 
food for thought. The humor column 
bears the wholly modern and refresh- 
ing title, "Some Merry Peals from 
Dumb Bells.” 

At least one of the vicissitudes of 
newspaper making falls to the lot of 
two of the writers with the initial ap- 
pearance of their work in print. 
Through some printer’s trick or fate 
me story of the young men’s shopping 
expedition for a girl’s fan in an exclu- 
sive store runs abruptly Into the con 
eluding paragraphs of the account of 
the small boy upsetting a fruit ven- 
dor's cart in the market district.

$160,000 Needed to Fulfill Pledge for 

Relief Work In Eaetern Europe. 

"Can it be that we are tired of hear- 
ing that people are dependent upon us 
for life?'' This Is the question put by 
the World's Student Christian Federa- 
tion to the American student body of 
the eastern area, who had, 1 at the lat- 
est report, pledged only $40,000 of the 
$200,000 needed from them by the fed- 
eration In order that the relief work 
In central and eastern Europe may be 
carried on. 

The total amount needed for the 
work Is one-half million dollars, of | 
which two-flfths is the share of the i 
eastern area, which has more educa- 
tional Insitutions than any other sec- 
tion of the country. The money is to 
be subscribed by students in the 
schools and colleges and will insure 
the necessities of life to 72,000 of their 
fellow students across the seas and 
will enable 300,000 more to continue 
their studies throughout the winter.
